There is always a silver lining to 
a cloud if one can recognize it; the 
weather 
has been unsettled with 
much rain for this locality; the sun 
seems to have forgotten us complete­ 
ly but when he does remember, wild- 
flowers will shoot up, the rain will 
be forgotten, but the beneficial effect 
of the rain will be shown in the great 
fields of flowers. If you examine the 
desert sands carefully you will 
see 
small green specks, the beginnings 
of what is to come. W e are paying 
the price now for dividends of beau­ 
ty to come. 


Last Sunday I was invited to 
visit the “Fish Traps” — the 
much discussed circular clearings 
in the rocky talus extending 
front the uppermost level of the 
ancient fresh water lake to the 
gently sloping bed of the former 
lake. 
They typify one of the 
many instances of someone ap­ 
plying a name that takes 
the 
fancy of the public and all the 
reports of authorities of ancient 
Indian life activities are futile in 
counteracting 
the 
impression 
given. “Fish Traps” as a name 
has “caught on” with die public. 
It will probably remain the iden­ 
tification title despite findings of 
men who make the study 
of 
such things their life work. 


I do not profess to be an author­ 
ity upon ancient Indian culture but 
there are certain facts that lead me 
to believe that they are the cleared 
locations of former Indian dwellings. 
The lake was tideless, making 
the 
type of shore trap practically use­ 
less; the construction of the walls 
are such as to make them 
useless 
even as basins for the storage of live 
fish. 


A few days ago a man told 
me of the Indian trails border­ 
ing the “Fish T raps.” A t a mat­ 
ter of fact his ancient Indian 
trails are the old shore terraces 
of the lake as it receded, stand­ 
ing at lower levels long enough 
for the wave action to build the 
terrac e. 
It was n a t u r a l t h a t t h e 
Indians might use diem but the 
construction of such affairs 
as 
these rocky terraces was not in 
the Indian’s idea of 
how 
to 
spend a happy life. 


The travertine deposits on the 
boulders is heavy in this vicinity and 
being comparatively soft, the Indians 
made a few rude carvings that are 
almost concealed in the great num­ 
ber of carved initials. 
W hile com­ 
menting on such desecrations it was 
suggested that a thousand years or 
so from now some inquiring indivi­ 
dual might wonder what meaning 
the ancients of 1935 tried to convey 
by the heart shaped figure encircling 
two sets of initials and if there could 
possibly be any significance of the 
arrow in the carving. 


Some distance from the “Fish 
Traps,” in the travertine covered 
boulders of the talus slope we 
found a few fragrants of pottery 
that seem to be of Indian manu­ 
facture. The material appeared 
to be that of the old lake floor. 


Driving back to Palm Springs we 
had a clear view of the snowy peaks, 
San Jacinto and San Gorgonio. W e 
talked of mountain climbing which 
brought up Tuolumne Meadows, a 
good base camp for climbing the high 
mountains of that section. To men­ 
tion the Meadows always suggests 
bears and a bear story. 


One day a bear found a coupe

CONTRACT ENDS; 


DIRECTORS ACT 


Gene-al Manager F. E. Weymouth 
of the Metropolitan Water district 
Tuesday 
notified the Wenzel & 
Henoch Construction Company that 
Its contract for the construction of 
the 12.7-mile San Jacinto tunnel on 
the-Colorado River aqueduct has been 
suspended. 
Another construction organization. 
Weymouth announced, will proceed 
with the tunnel work. The contrac­ 
tors were requested to make way for 
these construction forces. 
Board Approves Order 
In suspending the Wenzel & Henoch 
contract, Weymouth said that work 
on San Jacinto tunnel by this con­ 
struction concern has been “unrea­ 
sonably and unnecessarily delayed." 
His action in suspending the contract 
has been approved by unanimous ac­ 
tion of the district’s board of direc­ 
tor*. 
Except for the San Jacinto tunnel, 
the general manager said, aqueduct 
construction work along its 250-mile 
front is going forward, according to 
schedule, and much of the work is 
well ahead of schedule. 
In announcing the suspension of the 
Wenzel & Henoch contract, Weymouth 
issued a statement of which excerpts 
follow: 
"The San Jacinto tunnel contract 
was signed on March 17, 1933, and 
was to be completed on December 17, 
1938, the time when the entire aque­ 
duct is to be completed and water 
made available for the district. 
Slowness Cited 
"Although approximately 30 per 
cent of the contract period has ex­ 
pired, the work on San Jacinto tun­ 
nel is only about 17 per cent com­ 
pleted. 
The topographic conditions 
are such that it is necessary to drive 
8.2 miles of tunnel between two shafts 
on this section, and of this 8.2 miles, 
less than one mile has been excavat­ 
ed. 
Only twenty-eight feat of this 
critical portion were excavated in No­ 
vember, only 127 feet in December, 
and none to date in January, as 
against a rate required for timely 
completion of at least 800 feet a 
month. The contract has been, there­ 
fore, suspended because the construc­ 
tion of the tunnel was being unrea­ 
sonably and unnecessarily delayed. 
“It Is true that more water has 
been encountered than was anticipat­ 
ed, but not more than a prudent con­ 
tractor should have been prepared to 
handle under emergency conditions. 
Also, some tunneling difficulties have 
been encountered but these were not 
unexpected and could have been amp­ 
ly allowed for by beginning the work 
promptly after the execution of the 
contract and prosecuting it vigorous­ 
ly with competent management and 
adequate equipment. 


Cost E sti m at e Given 
“The contract price for the San Ja­ 
cinto tunnel amounted to $7,339,100; 
in addition to this amount the dis­ 
trict would be required to furnish ma­ 
terials, supplies and engineering, mak­ 
ing the total estimated cost $9,900,000. 
“Construction problems of the San 
Jacinto tunnel are not insurmountable. 
Plans are ready for the vigorous pros­ 
ecution of the work with an expe­ 
rienced organization.” 
Officials of the Wenzel & Henoch 
Company could not be located Tues­ 
day for a statement in 
connection 
with the Wjeymouth announcement re­ 
garding the contract. 


R E D U C E D I N T E R E S T FOR 
C O U N T Y BANK DE PO SIT S 


Condition of the money market was 
reflected in a request made to the 
board of supervisors by County Treas­ 
urer J. F. Reimer, for authority to 
accept a reduction in interest rates 
for money deposited to the county's 
inactive account with the banks. 
The amount in the inactive account, 
he said, is $262,000 at the present 
time, and has been drawing 2V4 per 
cent. The banks have been gradu­ 
ally cutting down on the amounts 
they have held of this money, he said, 
on the ground that they cannot place 
it profitably or at all. 
When the motion was put to reduce 
the rate to two per cent, Supervisor 
R. W. Stanfield voted “no," for the 
reason, he said, that it is entirely too 
low. He later withdrew his objec­ 
tion, w-hen the treasurer explained the 
situation. The two per cent was said 
to be the minimum rate that may be 
accepted under the law. The motion 
carried unanimously. 
The treasurer stated that the 
county's active account, held by two 
Riverside banks, now amountigd to 
approximately $1,250,000. 
This is

WHITEWATER TUNNEL 
NO. 1; GOOD RECORD 


Excavation work on Whitewater 
Tunnel No. 1, 2060 feet in length, 
was completed Tuesday, and lining 
the tunnel with concrete will begin 
at once. West Construction Company, 
contractors, have sub-let the concrete 
work to Dixon & Bent, who will com­ 
plete the job in a month. The tunnel 
is east of the Whitewater river. 
Whitewater Tunnel No. 2, a little 
more than a mile and a half in 
length, will be entirely completed 
within 10 days. West Construction 
Co. finished the excavation work on 
this tunnel several months ago, and 
Dixon & Bent have completed all but 
about a thousand feet of the concrete 
lining. 
The tunnel was pushed 
through toward the west from the 
Whitewater river. When work on the 
surface conduit is started, power 
shovels will open the west portal. 
The two tunnels will be connected 
by a syphon under Whitewater River 
wash, to be built by the J. F. Shea 
Company, builders of the Cottonwood 
tunnel. 


BRUIN STEALS HONEY; 
STATE PAYS $ 4 t6 BILL 


One of the score or more of bears 
which the state fish and game com­ 
mission liberated in the San Bernar­ 
dino district actually did “go over 
the mountain.” As a result, the state 
of California is out exactly $416. 
That is the sum awarded by the 
state board of control to Mayor C. K. 
Deweese, Banning beekeeper, after re­ 
ceiving Dewees’s bill for damage. 
Bears have a fondness for honey. 
Inasmuch as Mr. Deweese has an 
apiary in Millard Canyon, near Caba- 
zon, he resents the encroachment of 
anyone else, be it man or beast, upon 
his private preserves. 
But that's just what one particular 
bear did in December, 1933. Mayor 
Deweese complained. The animal, in 
fact, ambled through the bee colony 
on several occasions, eating a total of 
34 queen bees and a large store of 
honey. 
As the bear was a ward of the state, 
Mr. Deweese had to obtain permission 
from the fish and game commission 
before he could kill the marauder. lie 
said he put strychnine-dosed meat out 
and that both the meat and the bear 
disappeared. 
Scores of complaints by residents 
of the mountain and valley districts 
against the marauding bears were re­ 
ceived after the animals were liber­ 
ated in many sections of the San Ber­ 
nardino forest. Two residents of the 
Wrightwood district were arrested for 
killing bears, but when a jury acquit­ 
ted one, the other cabin owner was 
promptly freed by the district attor­ 
ney. 
Mayor Deweese today had received 
no official notice that his claim had 
been approved; but it is believed the 
state board of control at Sacramento 
has placed its okey on it. 


BE W A R E OF COLDS 
W O R S E MAY COME 


The head of one of the largest life 
insurance companies in this country 
has made a nation-wide appeal to peo­ 
ple to check common colds. He finds 
that the death rate from pneumonia 
among the company's insured wage 
earners is very much higher this year 
than last, and as the first symptoms 
of pneumonia are generally 
called 
"bad colds," he asks people to be 
more careful of colds. Medical sci­ 
ence has not yet found the real cause 
of, or a real cure for, pneumonia. The 
heavy death rate this year may be 
accounted for on the ground that due 
to the depression, wage earners are 
not as well nourished as they were 
in past year and consequently cannot 
put up as strong resistance to disease. 
In any event, the warning to "watch 
a cold” is worth heeding.—Exchange.

Riverside county should have had 
moving pictures of its Senator and 
Assemblyman leaving for the 51st 
session—and of them arriving, too! 
The entourage of the Senator consist­ 
ed of two cars and a trailer, all load­ 
ed with the Dlfanl family and posses­ 
sions, while the Phillips' car carried 
hand luggage and rolls of bedding tied 
on the outside (for all the world like 
itinerant farm workers leaving for a 
new crop picking) and the Phillips’ 
with Midge and three Scottish terriers 
inside. Bud and Myron Bonliam had 
preceded us by a day to get settled 
and the house open. 
We all hit rain on the way up, 
which necessitated piling the movable 
luggage inside, and perhaps it’s just 
as well that the suggested "movies" 
had no sound attachment, when the 
rear t'.re blew out during one of the 
hardest showers late Thursday eve­ 
ning. We've scrim more rain, and 
harder showers, and more conri'nuous 
rains, than we've seen in the past ten 
years. Sacramento streets w e r e 
flooded. Until today (Sunday) there 
has been little sunshine. But all are 
settled now, the Difanis at 1537 42nd 
street and the Phillips at 2017 14th 
street, and the session is well under 
way. 
Two years ago, in the first of these 
"Letters,” I remarked that the 50th 
session really began the day before 
in the lobby of the Senator Hotel. 
That held good for this session, ex­ 
cept that there was more going on 
this year than two years ago. Every 
lobbyist In California was here and a 
few that must have been borrowed 
from other states. The majority of 
the legislators were here and the cam­ 
paigns for the Speakership and the 
President pro-tempore of the Senate 
waged rather hotly. Two years ago 
the then Speaker, Walter Little (who 
is now a member of the “Third 
House”), had more than the neces­ 
sary 41 signatures on paper before he 
came north. This year "Ted” Craig 
had the Governor’s nod, and the 
withdrawal of the two serious con­ 
tenders, Lyon of Los Angeles, and 
Maloney of San Francisco, but had 
to get the signatures or assurances 
before we convened at 12 on Monday. 
There were meetings and "caucuses" 
in various roc us, and much running 
around, but the results were as ex­ 
pected and Craig received a dozen 
more than the necessary 41 votes, in­ 
cluding the votes of some ten Demo­ 
crats. The Speakership pro-tempore 
produced quite a fight. Kallam of Wat­ 
sonville, the choice of the administra­ 
tion and the more conservative Demo­ 
crats being defeated by John H. O'Don­ 
nell of Woodland, the selection of the 
Democratic caucus. O’Donnell is an 
able man and a good choice. 
Nothing of importance developed in 
the other selections in the Assembly 
and the Senate gave the position of 
President pro-tempore to Senator Rich 
of Marysville after a three-cornered 
fight. 
In the Assembly we have had a 
fairly quiet week. Bills came in slow­ 
ly. It has been Inaugural Week, with 
the Governor taking the oath on Tues­ 
day noon and the ball that same eve­ 
ning. We have memorialized Con­ 
gress to pay the bonuE and to give im­ 
mediate consideration both to old age 
pensions in general and to the Town­ 
send Plan in particular. A bill for a 
moratorium on mortgages and trust 
deeds, based on the Minnesota plan, 
is In, but was referred to committee 
and refused immediate consideration 
without such reference, which is best. 
The legislature Is really waiting for 
the Governor's program although im­ 
portant bills will come in more rapid­ 
ly from now on. 
Speaking of the Minnesota mora­ 
torium plan reminds me to Bay that 
both your Senator and your Assembly­ 
man have no bills as yet (except the 
validation of the Riverside city char­ 
ter changes) and will have few. We 
feel that our constituents are less in­ 
terested in seeing our names on bills 
(which may have been put in by 
others, as well) than they are in our 
support or opposition to programs or 
to bills, and in the general desire to 
cut down, rather than increase, legis­ 
lation. I came north, prepared to put 
In a “Minnesota plan" bill; finding 
one prepared by Assemblyman Jones, 
I shall support that one. We need 
fewer bills, rather than more; fewer 
laws, rather than more; less hurried 
efforts to get individual credit, and 
more honest interest in the welfare 
of the state. 
Next week will bring out committee 
announcements. Your Assemblyman 
is already on the important Rules 
Committee (the steering committee of 
the Assembly) whose membership is 
made up of Speaker Craig and Speak­ 
er pro-tempore O'Donnell, Floor Lead­ 
er Lyon, and Scudder, Wallace, Horn- 
blower and Phillips. Wallace draws 
the chairmanship, an indication.of the 
ability and popularity of this new 
member.

ARE BLUE EAGLE’S 
WINGS BEING CL IP P E D? 


In the opinion of General Hugh S. 
Johnson, former NRA director, the end 
is near for this nation-wide industrial 
prop. 
The belief that the NRA "has been 
put to sleep, that the codes are being 
allowed to languish, that the Blue 
Eagle is dying, that the principles on 
which the whole plan proceeded are 
being ignored." was expressed at Phil­ 
adelphia by Johnson. 
In the second of his series of copy­ 
righted articles in the Saturday Eve­ 
ning Post, the resigned National Re­ 
covery Administrator wrote that he 
did not realize “when I laid down my 
charge," that the "idea that prevail­ 
ed” in NRA was not a change from 
phase to phase, but a paralysis of 
NRA, with an apparent attempt to 
make a new one." 
“The whole difference of opinion,” 
he asserted, "is that I believed that 
what NRA required was adherence to 
its principles and reorganization only 
for the purpose of passing from the 
phase of code administration, and I 
did want to stay long enough to see 
that change complete. 
"I thought the reorganization was 
to proceed on developed principles." 
He made it clear that "nowhere" in 
his series of articles will any criticism 
of President Roosevelt, "either ex­ 
pressed or intended,” be found. 
“I have no criticism, for it is only 
plain justice to say of Franklin Roose­ 
velt that I never stood at any cross­ 
ing of the ways. I never took a firm 
position, I never raised a major issue, 
I never even made a mistake or com­ 


mitted one of my many blunders, I 
never in an emergency took summary 
action not previously authorized, that 
he did not back me to the limit. 
“I do not mean that I agreed with 
all his policies. 
Gen. Johnson writes that "there is 
something about this depression that 
doesn’t speak well for what we call 
our common sense." 
"Here are 125,000,000 people, gran­ 
aries full, factories shut, but with mil­ 
lions of workers Idle and hungry and 
shabby nnd afraid of the future. 
“There is no more vital and funda­ 
mental issue before the country than 
whether we are going to control mod­ 
ern scientific and industrial develop­ 
ment to our use or suffer It to our de­ 
struction. 
“The only force that can control 
it Is industrial self-government under 
Federal supervision, and the only plan 
that was ever presented through 
which that control can be applied Is 
NRA. If we scrap NILA It will be 
just like releasing on a roomful of 
school children a flock of mechanical 
man-eating Frankenstein monsters, ir­ 
resistible and ravenous. If we follow 
and develop and perfect NRA it will 
be like harnessing them, putting 
brains into their brazen skulls and 
driving them in a powerful team to 
pull us out of the mud of this morass."

colors of the sky, mornings and evenings, and the wonderful moods 
of the atmosphere and majesty of the mountains, awoke the muse , 
said Miss Durlin, and she wrote two poems, which won prizes in 
two literary contests of “The League of American Pen Women 
and “The Literary Club.’' 
One of these poems 1 Saw a Desert M oon is published here' 
with. The other, "Palm Springs," will be published in next week s 
issue of The Desert Sun. 


I saw the moon come up across the way, 
A jade bowl hanging by the strings of night, 
T hat shadowed all the bright sun’s of day, 
W ith upward rising to a mountain's height, 
Then swing around a sleeping world below. 
Like a swaying pendulum into hollow space, 
Resisting the created waves of golden glow, 
’Neath a thinly frosted weave of earthy lacc; 
And somewhere 1 heard a song, the desert sings. 
To long forgotten music of the river Nile 
In cadence with new born notes which flings 
A clarion call to Love, who rests awhile 
W ith soft grey veil of lovely breaking day; 
I saw the moon go out in cold green array. 


OBSERVATIONS 


Fifty percent of Americans, when asked what 
they would like to see President Roosevelt do 
next, reply, “Balance the budget.” 
Twenty per 
cent want more inflation, but under strict rein. 
Twenty per cent think the President has been too 
easy with big business and the banks. 
The re­ 
maining ten per cent have plans ranging from 
mild socialism to straight communism. 
The figures are from a survey just completed 
by The American Magazine among “average 
Americans” in 27 states. 
The results are pub­ 
lished in the current issue. 
Those who regard a balancing of the budget 
as the most important next step are divided as to 
how it should be done. 
They are divided three 
ways—between cutting expenditures, increasing 
taxes, and doing both. None of them want to cut 
out necessary relief, though many answers from 
the North and West say it could be cut one-quar­ 
ter; and in the South say it could be cut one-half, 
through efficiency and more careful investigation. 
Almost every person interviewed was in fa­ 
vor of old-age pensions and declared a willingness 
to contribute through taxes to the cost of such 
protection. But few seemed to have any idea ot 
how great the cost might be. 
Few of those questioned were much concern­ 
ed about the letter of the Constitution, except 
along the Eastern seaboard. West of the Missis­ 
sippi concern about the Constitution is very dim 
indeed. 
The ordinary man’s idea of the Consti­ 
tution is thus expressed in a typical answer from 
Uie West: “Sure, the Constitution is a fine thing. 
We ought not to monkey witli it, like that prohi­ 
bition law. 
But it won’t interfere with the U. S. 
doing anything that it right. Let’s keep the Con­ 
stitution out of politics.” 
A question as to the general state of busi­ 
ness, as compared with a year ago, found 30 per 
cent voting “definitely better.” 
Forty per cent 
said “Not much better, but people feel better 
about it. Eighteen per cent said “About the same 
as last year,” and 12 per cent said “Worse. 
Almost everybody interviewed was in favor 
of the five-day week and short working hours. 
Several people would like to work twice as long 
and make twice as much. The conclusion drawn 
from the replies is thus stated by the magazine: 
“People have somewhat adjusted themselves to 
a less-work, less-money way of life. They learn 
to amuse themselves less expensively. But they 
aren’t satisfied. 
There’s too much restlessness 
and energy in the average American for the pres­ 
ent snail’s pace. 
He wants to keep some of the 
advantages of shorter hours, but he also wants 
to work a long sight harder than he is working 
now.” 
Most of the comments express a distinct dis­ 
taste for government engaging in private busi­ 
ness. A characteristic reply states: “Government 
is inefficient in business, but if things don’t pick 
up in a year or so, we’ll have to come to it.” An­ 
other typical reply: “We don’t want government 
in business with Farley as boss, or any Republic­ 
an like him. We’re spending 6000 millions a year; 
why not set aside one percent of it or 60 millions, 
and hire 2400 of the finest men in the country, 
$25,000-a-year men, to help out?” 
Twenty percent of the answers felt that it 
would be a good thing if the country could go back 
to the 1920s, for better or for worse. Thirty per 
cent more wanted to head back in that general 
direction, with less government control than now, 
but a lot more than then. 
Thirty-five per cent 
wanted to go along with just the amount of con­ 
trol that now exists. 
Fifteen percent wanted 
much more government control than now.—Ran­ 
dall Henderson,, in Calexico Chronicle.

A county ordinance, passed by the 
county board of supervisors thirteen 
years ago, which prohibits the dum p­ 
ing of rubbish along a county highway 
or on private property, will be strict­ 
ly enforced In 
and 
around 
Springs, according to word received 
from the court house by Secretary F. 
V. Shannon of th e Chamber of Com­ 
m erce. 
Penalty tor violation 
of 
the ordi­ 
nance or any provisions thereof, is a 
fine not to exceed $300, or im prison­ 
m ent in the county jail for not more 
than three m onths, or both fine and 
im prisonm ent. 
The ordinance 
is No. 141 
on the 
county statutes, and carries th e fol­ 
lowing heading: 
“An ordinance of 
the comity of Riverside, state of Cali­ 
fornia, prohibiting the placing, dum p­ 
ing, depositing o r throw ing of rub­ 
bish. bottles, tin cans, wire, autom o­ 
bile parts or bodies of old wagons or 
buggies, or other vehicles in whole or 
in part, citrus fruit, deciduous fruit, 
vegetables, junk, or other Tefuse. on 
or along the rig h ts of way of public 
highw ays of the county of Riverside, 
or on private 
property 
adjacent to 
such highways, except as therein pro­ 
vided; the rem oval ot earth or sand 
from the right of way of public high­ 
ways of said county

* ” 
The ordinance 
is quite 
long, and 
enlarges on the heading quoted above, 
prohibiting the dum ping 
of rubbish 
on private property unless permission 
is first obtained from the owner of the 
property. 
Dumping of garbage is prohibited 
under state san itary regulations on 
all property, and no one can give per- 
m isison to perm it this, because it en­ 
dangers the health of others.

Court of Honor a certain Scout was 
called before the court officials to he 
presented with the badge and rank o£ 
an Eagle Scout, on honor won only by 
hard work and conscientious effort 
and the man chosen to present this 
badge to the Scout was an American 
who served overseas as a Canadiau 
colonel of infantry. Very gravely and 
with much feeling the Colonel stepped 
forward and said: "Scout, I have here 
in my hand an Eagle badge, an em­ 
blem that testifies to the fact that for 
over two and a half years you have 
been preparing yourself to be of serv­ 
ice to others—to your home, your com­ 
munity and to your country. You have 
studied the ways of the wild, the ani­ 
mals, birds, trees; you have learned 
how to take care of yourself, to be 
self-reliant. 
You have learned first 
aid, life saving, public health, personal 
health and many other subjects; in 
other words you have taken the trou- 
, ble to “Be Prepared.” 
“Prepared to 'help other people at 
all times,' prepared to render services 
to others, doing your ‘good turn,' be­ 
ing on the job in your home and com­ 
munity. You have proved that you are 
ready and able and willing to do your 
part as a citizen and us a Scout. Ail 
these things you Imve learned to do 
because of your desire for unselfish 
service toward others. 
There is no 
thought of compensation; there is no 
desire for glory; there is no badge 
hunting weakness in your makeup; 
just the spirit In you that makes you 
'physically strong, 
mentally 
awake 
and morally straight.’ 
"Scout, before 1 pin this badge of 
honor on your breast I want to tell 
you something. 
1 am a soldier. 
1 
served my country and my country's 
northern neighbor during the 
great 
war. 
I served from the beginning of 
the retreat from lions until the sign­ 
ing of the armistice. 
1 have been 
covered with mud and glory and here 
on my uniform are the medals 
and 
ribbons attesting to the fact that I 
was a good soldier. 
I did my duty 
well and my government rewarded me 
with these decorations and a high 
rank. 
"Scout, the badge I am about to pin 
on you represents peace and kindness 
and brotherly love and service 
to­ 
ward all mankind; love for your neigh­ 
bor and respect for yourself. It repre­ 
sents the ability to serve life, the abil­ 
ity to help those who are injured, it 
represents your alertness to see 
the 
good in others mid the beauty and 
harmony around you. 
These medals 
of mine are grim reminders of a ter­ 
rible hate and a soul-searing, devust- 
ing war. A period when civilized peo­ 
ple were decorating each other with 
trinkets because of the agony 
and 
pain and heartache that they were in­ 
flicting on each other for gain and 
glory disguised under the name 
of 
Freedom. 
My medals are a reminder 
and proof that I caused the deaths of 
many men. I caused them to be muti­ 
lated and maimed and blinded. I stir­ 
red up hatred and malice in the hearts 
of my own soldiers toward men in a 
different colored uniform. 
I thought 
I was doing my duty. 
I thought 1 
was being a patriot. 
I thought I was 
showing the colors of an educated, 
cultured, civilized American, hut I see 
now how wrong I was. 
You have 
learned how to build up—I learned 
how to tear down. 
I am not worthy 
of the honor of standing in front of 
you. 
The stature of my character is 
small when compared to that of yours 
and the tens of thousands of other 
Scouts the world over. 
“Before I can invest you with the 
rank of Eagle Scout I am moved to 
strip these ribbons and medals from 
my tunic, and thus I do it!" 
W ith that exclamation the infantry 
colonel stripped himself of his rib­ 
bons and his medals, presented 
the 
Scout with the Eagle badge, saluted 
and with bowed head walked back to 
his seat. 
Arid so it is with Scouts and Scout­ 
ing. Hatred and malice and pain and 
suffering are foreign in the makeup 
of Scouts the world over. 
Brotherly 
love, kindness, happiness; the ability 
to build their own lives and the lives 
of others with whom they come Into 
contact, upon the basis of the Scout 
oath and law, into monuments forever 
telling the story of life and love and 
laughter and not a cenatoph telling 
of misery and disease and death.

DAY BY DAY 
(Lyman King in Redlands Facts) 


A friend who long years ago had 
his home in Scotland brings to me a 
copy of the Aberdeen Press and Jour­ 
nal. 
It. has an article written 
by 
Bishop Deane of Aberdeen and Orkney 
entitled, "Can Roosevelt Really Bring 
Back Prosperity?" I am sure the good 
Bishop writes as he sees things and 
he has a pretty clear mind. 
At the 
end of his article he could not re­ 
frain from a few remarks about our 
high protective tariff, terming them 
"monstrous tariff walls.”

Americans, above all other people 
perhaps, have the "herd" psychology.

And they have de­ 
cided to be sanguine and Optimistic eu 
masse. One can almost hear them do­ 
ing their Coue exercises out loud— 
“Every day and in every way trade 
gets bettor and better.” 
Even thought this hopeful mood is 
not a t present justified by facts which 
“are stubborn things and winna ding,” 
it is a better mood than pessimism 
and despair. 
And the American people, with a 
greater 'elan vital" than any 
other 
people in the world, with vast wealth 
accumulated in the prosperous years, 
with a national debt which per capita 
is a mere fleabtte compared with ours, 
are more likely to recover prosperity 
than any other people it recovery is 
possible at all. 
Black Disaster 
It is President Roosevelt, above all 
Others, who has given to America this 
optim istic spirit. Before he came into 
office the country was on the verge 
of black disaster. Millions regard him 
as a saviour, and trust him with a 
childlike confidence. 
The November elections have given 
him a new lacrease of this child-like 
trust. 
Never in the whole history of 
democracy has any man been placed 
in 
a 
position 
so 
overwhelmingly 
strong. 
Picture a Mr. Ramsey MacDonald 
with no opposition in the 
country, 
with a unanimously subservient news­ 
paper press, with overwhelming ma­ 
jorities in both Houses of Parliament, 
with the power to spend thousands 
of millions of pounds, if he thinks fit, 
on new experiments, and with the 
freedom from criticism, the respect, 
the prestige which attaches to our 
Sovereign Lord King George. 
That 
Is the position of the President. 
President’s Charm 
Thousands of men may he wiser or 
cleverer than President Roosevelt, hut 
no one else has his charm. 
His smile 
bowls one over. 
His eyes catch peo­ 
ple as fishes in a net. His reputation 
for courage and will power is deserv­ 
edly established by the fact that he 
triumphed 
over 
a 
disease 
which 
leaves other men useless cripples, and 
has become a man of action and a 
great servant of the state. 
Nobody opposes him. 
A meeting 
called to criticize his policy 
would 
either he wrecked or would prove a 
dismal fiasco. His critics only mutter 
secretly, and exchange in their clubs 
their typewritten 
pasquinades 
and 
parodies. 
They explain that the people are 
for him because nobody 
wants 
to 
shoot Santa Claus. 
They say he is 
like Christopher Columbus—"When he 
set out to discover America he didn’t 
know where the devil he was going; 
when he got there he didn’t know 
where the devil he was; when he 
tried to get back he didn’t know how 
the devil to do it.” 
Critics Don't Count 
But these critics simply do 
not 
count. 
The President can do 
Just 
what he likes and no one can say 
him nay. The people of America have 
put their fortunes into his hands. 
Can the President bring back pros­ 
perity? 
Does he really know where 
he is going? 
These are questions to be asked. He 
says of his policy: 
"The country 
needs bold and persistent experimen­ 
tation. 
It is common sense to take 
a method of it; if it fails, admit It 
frankly and try another method. But 
above all try something. 
And certainly he is a trier. 
It is 
difficult to count up all the subsidiary 
branches of the NRA. 
It is impos­

a hive of bees. Money is being pour­ 
ed out in a volume like the Niagara 
Falls. 
The national debt is going up 
by leaps and bounds. 
And something has 
undoubted’.;' 


been achieved. 
The credit 
of the 
country has been underpinned. 
The 
financial debacle has been arrested. 
At prodigious expense which no other 
■ country could afford large numbers 
of unemployed that have been set to 


i work. 
I 
Farm ers liave been saved from ut­ 
ter rulu. 
People of moderate means 
have been spared tbe tiagedy of the 
loss of all their savings and Invest­ 
ments. 
That at Jfcast 1s 
something 
of 
achievement. 
But the cold facts re­ 
main that trade is stagnant still and 
there are ten millions unemployed, 
and at least one-third of the popula­ 
tion will he living this winter ut the 
public cost. 
The real achievement of the Presi­ 
dent. It seems. Is that he has given 
new hope, new confidence to a people 
wno were haunted with bewilderment 
and pessimism and fear. 
And that is a great achievement. 
He is a horn leader of men, and even 
If his policy Is "hit and miss," "trial 
and error." it is better 
and 
inore 
healthy than no policy at all. 
Blind Spot 
On the questions of war debts and 
the League of Nations the President 
| has a mind as shut as the mind of 
the most hard-boiled reactionary Re­ 
publican. 
But a t least his eyes are 
opened to the folly of the coarse and 
crude selfishness of the "Billion Dol­ 
lar Tariff" of 1930. which attempted 
to prevent all other nations from sell 
tng their goods to America, while tak­ 
ing it for granted that all other na­ 
tions would buy America's goods. 
Indeed, he goes so far as to assert 
again and again that this ruthless 
and stupid tariff policy is the chief 
cause of all America's misfortunes, 
and of ail the economic troubles of 
the world. 


No Tariff Reform 
To us in Europe this 
statement 
must seem an exaggeration. 
There 
are other causes of depression 
at 
work outside the ruthless selfishness 
of the trade policy of 
the 
United 
States. 
But since the President does 
hold this opinion it Is strange that so 
far he has done nothing to rectify 
America’s baneful tariff policy. 
The monstrous tariff walls 
stll] 
tower up against the outside world

C alifornia, during th e four years 
Just ahead, faces a period of tran s­ 
cending im portance— an era of recon­ 
struction, readjustm ent and rebuilding: 
solving common problems, a new 
a fte r several years of distress and appreciation 
of 
the 
other 
fellow s 


work, but would be enjoying the com­ 
forts now denied them. 
W e m ight even adm it, if we 
are 
thoroughly 
candid 
w ith 
ourselves, 
th a t much of our own good fortune in 
not being num bered among the unem­ 
ployed and d estitu te is, in fact, just 
good fortune— th e whim of circum ­ 
stances which gave us a certain per­ 
centage, a certain native ability, a 
certain resourc fulness and a 
fair 
m easure of preparation to equip us 
for the battle w ith life. 
I am not, today, discounting indivi­ 
dual 
initiative, 
which 
has been the 
m ainspring in th e upbuilding of Cali­ 
fornia and America, but I am appeal­ 
ing for a new sp irit of cooperation

upheaval which have shaken the very 
foundtions of our social and economic 
order. 
Both to C alifornia and the entire 
nation, it is the m ost significant pe­ 
riod since th e critical years of recon­ 
struction which cam e as an afterm ath 
o f the Civil W ar. 


And th e course which 
California 
ch arts and follows—a course which 
m ust be determ ined, in large m easure, 
during the legislative sesión ju st con­ 
vened—will undoubtedly have a vital 
bearing on th e future of California 
governm ent and the welfare of Cali­ 
fornia citizens for* 
generations 
to 
come. 


More than that, it is of national 
and international consequence, 
for 
California has been m ade th e 
first 
m ajor battleground of the changing 
order. 


W hat we do here. In the 
m onths 
Just before us, will determ ine, 
to 
large extent, w hether w*e can have so­ 
cial justice w ithout Socialism. 
It will 
determ ine w hether we can have 
a 
liberal and progressive idealism , with 
a proper regard for hum an rights and 
hum an needs, w ithout radicalism ! 


And in all honesty, we m ust recog­ 
nize the fact th a t unless the causes of 
radicalism are rem oved—unless 
we 
p u t our house in o rd er and restore 


problem s and a recognition th at hu 
m an need m ust come first in the new 
schem e of things, regardless of the 
cost and regardless even of a balanced 
o r an unbalanced budget. 
Many of us, as candidates, 
m ade 
pledges during the recent cam paign 
— pledges that w e would w ork for a 
30-hour week in private and public 
business, for unem ploym ent insurance 
and old age pensions, for 
a 
more 
equitable distribution of the tax load 
—and, in short, for a new order of 
social justice! 
I believe we m eant those pledges. I 
believe we ow e it to ourselves, 
as 
w ell as to the voters of California, 
to do everything hum anly possible to 
m ake them realities. 
Governor M erriam , I am confident, 
will do all in his power to keep faith 
w ith the voters—and, as Lieutenant- 
G overnor, I will g ife him every possi­ 
ble assistance in m aking his program 
of reconstuction and recovery a suc­ 
cess. 
T he im m ediate problem before us 
is to care for th e unemployed and 
d e stitu te until th ey can be returned 
to gainful em ploym ent. 
And regard­ 
less of every o th er consideration, the 
hungry m ust be fed; the needy m ust 
be cared for. 
B ut beyond this imme­ 
d ia te task, th ere is the greater task 
of m aintaining th e advantage already 


fa ith In the essential fairness 
and *ained ln the 1,attle for recovery and 
Justness of o u r governm ental 
and i ln restoring our people to a norm al de- 
huslness and industrial institutions— 
we shall re ap the w hirlwind of our 
ow n callous indifference and inade­ 
quacy. 


The recen t revolt against the es 
tablished o rd er in California was not 
w ithout cause. 
And we need not be 
in sym pathy w ith m any of the policies 
advocated d u rin g th at revolt to have 
a quick sym pathy for the hum an suf­ 
fering and distress which gave it head­ 
way. 


So long as we have w idespread un­ 
em ploym ent and w ant and need 
in 
California, we shall have the seeds of 
radicalism in California. 
So long as 
w e have a form of “special privilege" 
in California w hich perm its tax-eva- 
eion by a favored few, at the expense 
of the average taxpayer, we shall have 
public d istru st of our public institu­ 
tions. 


I am not. in this address 
today, 
m aking accusations, o r indulging in a 
program of fault-finding. 
In fact, I 
believe th at C alifornia voters, as a 
whole, a-e at least equally responsible 
w ith C alifornia officials for th e 
in­ 
equalities of our tax system and the 
m any o th er shortcom ings of govern­ 
m ent. 
N one of us—o r at least very 
few of us—had taken our responsi­ 
bilities as citizens very seriously dur­ 
ing the late period of prosperity. And 
popular governm ent, a fte r all, is usual­ 
ly no b etter, n o r no worse, th an the 
populace behind it. 
D uring the depression, if we learn­ 
ed no o th er lesson, we learned that 
selfishness and greed are bad public 
policy. 
W e had cut corners w ith a 
Peckless abandon; 
we had 
alm ost 
com e to have a contem pt for such 
sim ple ideals of early A m ericanism as 
equity and justice, loyalty and 
hon­ 
est! 
W e had played fast and loose 
w ith our governm ent and carelessly 
"blam ed the politicians’’ for govern­ 
m ental abuses. 


And finally light caught up with us. 
Finally w e cam e to th e 
inevitable 
reckoning of our holiday of gam bling 
and plunging. 


Today, a fte r four years of depres­ 
sion, which h as touched virtually ev­ 
ery hom e and every family, I think 
w e are all a little tired of insincerity. 
I think—and I sincerely hope— that 
we are all ready to adm it th at there 


gree of security and independence. 
I believe we can all cooperate in the 
solution of these problem s—and the 
m any other critical problems before 
us—w ithout reg ard to narrow parti­ 
sanship. 
W hether we 
are 
Repubicans 
o r 
D em ocrats, we can and should hon­ 
estly support P resident Roosevelt in 
his earnest and untiring efforts 
to 
help the Am erican people through a 
period of crisis. 
And we owe 
the 
sam e unselfish, non-partisan support 
to Governor M erriam and his adm in­ 
istration in th eir efforts to chart a 
course to better and happier days in 
California. 


I am not appealing, however, 
for 
blind 
acceptance 
o f 
any 
program 
w hich may be suggested, o r for un­ 
questioning, unthinking loyalty to any 
leadership. 
T he P resident 
of 
the 
U nited States and the Governor of 
C alifornia are entitled to our vigorous 
support and help when we 
believe 
they are right, and they are also en­ 
titled to intelligent and helpful crit­ 
icism when we believe 
they 
are 
wrong. 
But in th is period of em er­ 
gency, above all else they both de­ 
serv e complete freedom from 
petty 
p artisan heckling and the selfish in­ 
terferen ce of political obstructionists. 
T h ere are b oth Republicans 
and 
D em ocrats in th e arm y of the unem­ 
ployed. 
And both Republican 
and 
D em ocrats should join w holehearted­ 
ly in putting them back to work! 
T he task of carin g for the thousands 
of jobless and d e stitu te in California 
is m ade doubly difficult by the fact 
th a t our tax sources have run dry— 
by th e fact th at we m ust raise ap­ 
proxim ately $130,000,000 to wipe out 
th e present general fund deficit and 
effect a balance betw een norm al in­ 
com e and normal outgo for the coming 
tw o years. 
It is of prim ary Im portance in m ain­ 
tain in g California’s credit as a state 
th a t we balance th e state budget. But 
It is also of prim ary im portance th at 
C alifornia’s fine reputation for prog­ 
ressive and hum anitarian legislation— 
for splendid educational facilities and 
for agencies w hich 
safeguard 
the 
rig h ts and w elfare of our w orkers— 
be m aintained. 
We have a regard for the hum ani­ 
tie s 
in 
California, 
m ore 
priceless 
can be no tru e love of country with- th an the excellent credit rating of 
out consideration for the rights and ou r securities. 
If it requires addl- 
w elfare of o u r neighbors who com­ 
p rise the country. 
I believe, as A m ericans, th at we are 
fa st acquiring a new concept of loyal-

But we m ust, I believe,

R oo sevelt confined his talk alm ost ex­ 
clusively to explain in g w hat he hoped 
to do on beh alf of the needy, the 111, 
th e old, and the unem ployed.

Second,

doned. 
Third, relief of the unem ploy­ 
ed, w hich is now being carried by the 
F ed eral governm ent with a m odicum 
o f state aid, is to be tran sferred to 
local au th orities. 
Fourth, all public 
w orks activ ities are to be unified un­ 
d er a new plan. 
Fifth , the existin g 
F ed eral E m ergen cy R elief A dm inis­ 
tration is to be grad u ally d isplaced by 
a new em ergency w orks agency. Sixth, 
an d the m ost im portant— old age and 
unem ploym ent in su ran ce are to be 
provided, and a sta r t is to be m ade 
tow ard 
p erfectin g 
legislation 
for 
financially a sistin g children, m others 
and oth ers h andicapped by depend­ 
ency or ill-health. 
Mr. R oo sevelt outlined th ese 
m at­ 
ters, but g av e little in th e way of 
detail. 
H e said th at he would shortly 
Issu e a statem en t a s to their co st— 
and added that it would be w ell with­ 
in the credit of th e governm ent. T his, 
o f course, is a d eb atable point— no 
su b ject is m ore b itterly d isp u ted than 
how m uch drain the T reasu ry 
can 
stan d . 
Irresp ective of th at, it can be 
sa fe ly fo recast th a t 
C on gress 
w ill 
en act the program in its 
entirety. 
W hile support of th e P resid en t’s ideas 
by the leg islativ e branch of our gov­ 
ernm ent m ay not be as unanim ous as 
in the past, h is pow er is still extra­ 
ordinarily potent. 
Also of g reat in terest w as the P res­ 
id en t’s statem en t on how public w orks 
a r e to be carried on in the future. H e 
said that preferen ce will be given to 


p ro jects which use a large am ount of 
d irect labor, and w hich m ay be ex­ 
pected to be self-liquidating— in oth er 
w ords, p rojects w here the governm ent 
ha3 a chance of g ettin g all or part of 
its m oney back in th e course of tim e. 
H e a lso said that p ro jects should com ­ 
pete a s little a s p ossible w ith private 
en terp rise— and a legion of in d u strial­ 
ists have heaved a sig h of relief on 
h earing that. 
One of the 
g re atest 
fe a rs of the tim e is that governm ent 
w ill go into b u sin ess in com petition 
with private en terp rise, as it h as a l­ 
read y done w ith pow er p rojects. F in a l­ 
ly, accordin g to the P resident, public 
w orks will be plann ed so th at they 
m ay be slow ed dow n if and when p ri­ 
vate en terp rise is a b le to take 
up 
som e of the unem ploym ent slack. 
Sen tim en t for unem ploym ent and 
old-age insurance h as been grow ing at 
a g re a t ra te during th e p a st two o r 
th ree years. 
The difficulty w ill a rise 
in th e preparation o f legislation — 
th ere are an alm ost unlim ited num ber 
of sch em es to ach ieve social security. 
T h e Federation of L ab o r, for exam ple, 
w an ts the co st of su ch insurance to 
be borne by em ployers and govern­ 
m ent alone— w hile em ployers w ant a 
three-sided plan, un der 
w hich 
the 
w orker, the em ployer and governm ent 
will p articipate. 
O th ers w ant govern­ 
m ent to carry the w hole burden — 
som eth ing th at would seem obviously 
im possible in these d a y s of d istorted 
budgets.

It 
is sa fe to say that both branches of 
C ongress will be som ew hat m ore inde­ 
pendent than they w ere la st session , 
that Mr. R oosevelt will have a som e­ 
w hat h arder tim e m aintaining h is con­ 
trol. 
But, with the possible exception 
of th e bonus, it is also sa fe to pred ict Í 
that he w ill g et his way in the end.
